His devel­ 
opment is understandingly por­ 
trayed by the author of the book. 
“The story is one of intrigue 
and cunning; yet the persistent 
search of 
Moses 
for 
spiritual 
truth dominates 
all the 
situa­ 
tions of the story. When at last 
his kinship with the lowly Is- 
• aelites is 
discovered 
by 
the 
‘prince,* the reader knows that 
nothing can climax his life ex­ 
cept the deliverance of his peo­ 
ple from bondage. How that de­ 
liverance is accomplished is dra­ 
matically presented by Mrs. Wil­ 
ton. 
“The life of Moses in Midian 
is depicted; also his journey to 
Mt. Horeb where an intense re­ 
ligious 
experience 
made 
him 
w e a liz e that he must answer the 
call, ‘Come down, Moses,’ by ! 
g o i n g back to Egypt and freeing 
his people. 
“ Again and again through the 
book, these moments of spiritual 
revelation come 
to 
the 
once- 
proud ‘prince’ of Egypt; until at 
last the concept of man as cre­ 
ated in the spiritual likeness of 
God is so impressed upon him 
that he becomes, not the arro­ 
g a n t ‘Prince of the House 
of

Pointing to figures compiled 
by Pari Jones, Ohio State uni­ 
versity extension agronomist. 
Best said that 
Ohio farm ers 
bought 897.902 tons of fertilizer 
in 1949. compared with 345,586 
tons in 1939. 
He attributes the rising trend 
of fertilizer use to: (1) the stead­

f a r m e r s of fertilizer’s value
